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In publishing the following Laws, the same plan baa been adopted that was prescribed in the 
Joint Resolution of Congress of March 8, 1845 (Vol. V., p. 798), authorizing a subscription to 
the edition of all the Laws of the United States published by us. A close examination of this 
volume will disclose some apparent errors in the Laws as here printed ; but as we procure a 
careful collation with the records at Washington by an experienced reader of the Department 
of State, and scrupulously foBow the original, any seeming errors must be attributed to the 
Rolls, and not to us. Where anything absolutely necessary to the sense is omitted in the 
Rolls, it is inserted in the text, enclosed in brackets 

We intend to publish annually, and as soon after the close of each Session of Congress as is 
possible, the Acts of that Session, in a similar* foriai and with a similar arrangement. 

It will be seen by the Mowing extracts from tbe Act of Congress, August 8, 1846 (Vol 
IX., p. 76), and the Joint Resolutions of September 26, 1850 (Vol. IX., p. 564), and March 
31, 1866 (Vol. XIV., p. 852), that our edition has been sanctioned by Congress, and is the 
Official Edition. 

" And whereas said edition of the said Laws and Treaties of the United States has 
been carefully collated and compared with the original rolls in the archives of the Govern- 
ment, under the inspection and supervision of the Attorney- General of the United States, as 
duly certified by that officer : therefore, Be it further enacted, that said edition of the Laws 
and Treaties of the United States, published by Little & Brown, is hereby declared to 
be competent evidence of the several public and private acts of Congress, and of the 
several treaties therein contained, in 'all the courts of law and equity and maritime jurisdiction, 
and in all the tribunals and public offices of the United States and of the? several States, with- 
out any farther proof or authentication thereof;" — Approved, August 8, 1846.

planter shall be required to pay a special tax as a dealer in leaf tobacco 
for selling tobacco of bis own production, or tobacco received by him as 
rent from tenants who have produced the same on his land. 

Dealers in tobacco, whose annual sales exceed one hundred dollars and 
do not exceed one thousand dollars, shall each pay five dollars ; and when 
their annual sales exceed one thousand dollars, shall pay in addition two 
dollars for each thousand dollars in excess of one thousand dollars. 
Every person whose business it is to sell or offer for sale manufactured 
tobacco, snuff, or cigars, shall be regarded as a dealer in tobacco. And 
any retail dealer, liquor dealer, or keeper of a hotel, inn, tavern, or eating- 
house, who sells tobacco, snuff, or cigars, shall pay, in addition to his 
special tax, the. special tax as a dealer in tobacco. 

Manufacturers of tobacco shall each pay ten dollars ; and in addition 
thereto, where the amount of the penal sum of the bond of such manufac- 
turer, required by this act to be given, shall exceed the sum of five 
thousand dollars, two dollars for each thousand dollars in excess of five 
thousand dollars of such penal sum. Every person whose business it is 
to manufacture tobacco or snuff for himself, or who shall employ others to 
manufacture tobacco or snuff, whether such manufacture shall be by cut- 
ting, pressing, grinding, crushing, or rubbing of any leaf or raw tobacco, or 
otherwise preparing raw or leaf tobacco or manufactured or partially 
manufactured tobacco or snuff, or the putting up for use or consumption of 
scraps, waste, clippings, stems, or deposits of tobacco, resulting from any 
process of handling tobacco, shall be regarded as a manufacturer of to- 
bacco. But no manufacturer of tobacco shall be required to pay the 
special tax as a dealer in tobacco for selling ths products of his own 
manufacture. 

Manufacturers of cigars, whose annual sales shall not exceed five 
thousand dollars, shall each pay ten dollars, and when their annual sales 
exceed five thousand dollars, shall pay in addition two dollars for each 
thousand dollars in excess of five thousand dollars. Every person whose 
business it is to make or manufacture cigars for himself, or who shall 
employ others to make or manufacture cigars, shall be regarded os a 
manufacturer of cigars. No special tax receipt shall be issued to any 
manufacturer of cigars until he shall have given the bond required by 
law. Every person whose business it is to make cigars for others, either 
for pay, upon commission, on shares, or otherwise, from material furnished 
by others, shall be regarded as a cigar-maker. Every cigar-maker shall 
cause his name and residence to be registered, without previous demand, 
with the assistant assessor of the division in which such cigar-maker shall 
be employed ; and any manufacturer of cigars employing any cigar-maker 
who shall have neglected or refused to make such registry shall, on con- 
viction, be fined five dollars for each day that such cigar-maker so offend- 
ing by neglect or refusal to register shall be employed by him.

Executive Departments. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in case of the death, res- 
ignation, absence, or sickness of the head of any executive department 
of the government, the first or sole assistant thereof shall, unless other- 
wise directed by the President of the United States, as is hereinafter pro- 
vided, perform the duties of such head until a successor be appointed, or 
such absence or sickness shall cease.

CHAP. CCXLVX — An Act to further amend the postal Laws. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United

To pay the expenses of a commissioner to be appointed to fix the cost 
of property and improvements on farms confiscated and sold by Cherokee 
nation, under laws of said nation made during the late rebellion, two 
thousand seven hundred and sixty dollars.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA: Sept. 8, 1867. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, by the Constitution of the United States, the executive power is Preamble, 
vested in a President of the United States of America, who is bound by solemn 
oath faithfully to execute the office of President, and to the best of his ability 
to preserve, protect and defend the Constitution of the United States ; and is 
by the same instrument made Commander-in-Chief of the army and navy 
of the United States, and is required to take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed ; 

And whereas, by the same Constitution, it is provided that the said Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the United States which shall be made in pursuance 
thereof shall be the supreme law of the land, and the judges in every State 
shall be bound thereby ; 

And whereas in and by k the same Constitution the judicial Dower of the 
United States is vested in one Supreme Court and in such inferior courts as

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Ccmgress may, from time to time, ordain and establish, and the aforesaid judicial 
power is declared to extend to all cases in law and equity arising under the 
Constitution, the laws of the United States, and the treaties which shall be 
made under their authority ; ^ 

And whereas all officers, civil and military, are bound by oath that they will 
support and defend the Constitution against all enemies, foreign and domestic, 
and will bear true faith and allegiance to the same ; 

And whereas all officers of the army and navy of the United States, in 
accepting their commissions under the laws of Congress and the rules and 
articles of war, incur an obligation to observe, obey, and follow such directions 
as they shall from time to time receive from the President or the General, 
or other superior officers set over them, according to the rules and discipline 
of war; 

And whereas it is provided by law that whenever, by reason of unlawful 
obstructions, combinations, or assemblages of persons, or rebellion against the 
authority of the Government of the United States, it shall became imprac- 
ticable, in the judgment of the President of the United States, to enforce, by 
the ordinary course of judicial proceedings, the laws of the United States 
within any State or Territory, the Executive in that case is authorized and re- 
quired to secure their faithful execution by the employment of the land and 
naval forces ; 

And whereas impediments and obstructions, serious in their character, have 
recently been interposed in the States of North Carolina and South Carolina, 
hindering and preventing for a time a proper enforcement there of the laws of 
the United States, and of the judgments and decrees of a lawful court thereof 
in disregard of the command of the President of the United States ; 

And whereas reasonable and well-founded apprehensions exist that such ill- 
advised and unlawful proceedings may be again attempted there or elsewhere : 
All persons Now, therefore, I, Andrew Johnson, President of the United States, do 
warned against hereby warn all persons against obstructing or hindering in any manner 
execnnon of wnatsoever , tne &ithful execution of the Constitution and the laws ; and I do 
and enjomed solemnly enjoin and command all officers of the Government, civil and military, 
obedience to, to render due submission and obedience to said laws, and to the judgments and 
the constitution decrees of the courts of the United States, and to give all the aid in their 
and the laws. power necessary to the prompt enforcement and execution of such laws, de- 
crees, judgments, and processes.

well-disposed citizens of the United States to remember that upon the said 
Constitution and laws, and upon the judgments, decrees, and processes of the 
courts made in accordance with the same, depend the protection of the lives, 
liberty, property, and happiness of the people. And I exhort them everywhere 
to testify their devotion to their country, their pride in its prosperity and great- 
ness, and their determination to uphold its free institutions by a hearty co-oper- 
ation in the efforts of the Government to sustain the authority of the law, 
to maintain the supremacy of the Federal Constitution, and to preserve unim- 
paired the integrity of the national Union.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, in the month of July, anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and Preamble, 
sixty-one, the two Houses of Congress, with extraordinary unanimity, solemnly 
declared that the war then existing was not waged on the part of the Government 
in any spirit of oppression, nor for any purpose of conquest or subjugation, nor 
purpose of overthrowing or interfering with the rights or established institutions 
of the States, but to defend and maintain the supremacy of the Constitution, 
and to preserve the Union with all the dignity, equality, and rights of the 
several States unimpaired, and that as soon as these objects should be accom- 
plished the war ought to cease; 

And whereas the President of the United States, on the eighth day of 7 «» ^if 5 **" pp " 
December, anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, and on the * * 
twenty-sixth day of March, anno Domino one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
four, did, with the objects of suppressing the then existing rebellion, of inducing 
all persons to return to their loyalty, and of restoring the authority of the United 
States, issue proclamations offering amnesty and pardon to all persons who had 
directly or indirectly participated in the then existing rebellion, except as in 
those proclamations was specified and reserved ; 

And whereas the President of the United States did, on the twenty-ninth day Vol. xui. p. 
of May, anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, issue a further ^ 68 * 
proclamation with the same objects before mentioned, and to the end that the 
authority of the Government of the United States might be restored, and that 
peace, order, and freedom might be established,' and the President did, by the said 
last-mentioned proclamation, proclaim and declare that he thereby granted to 
all persons who had directly or indirectly participated in the then existing 
rebellion, except as therein excepted, amnesty, and pardon, with restoration of 
all rights of property, except as to slaves, and except in certain cases where 
legal proceedings had been instituted, but upon condition that such persons 
should take and subscribe an oath therein prescribed, which oath should be 
registered for permanent preservation; 

And whereas, m and by the said last-mentioned proclamation of the twenty- 
ninth day of May, anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, four- 
teen extensile classes of persons, therein specially described, were altogether 
excepted and excluded from the benefits thereof; 

And whereas the President of the United States did, on the second day of Vol. xiv. p. 
April, anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, issue a proclama- 811. 
tion declaring that the insurrection was at an end, and was thenceforth to 
be so regarded; 

And whereas there now exists no organised armed resistance of misguided 
citizens or others to the authority of the United States in the States of Geor- 
gia, South Carolina, Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Florida, and Texas, and the laws can be sustained and 
enforced therein by the proper civil authority, State or Federal, and the people 
of said States are well and loyally disposed, and have conformed, or, if per- 
mitted to do so, will conform in their legislation to the condition of affairs grow- 
ing out of the amendment to the Constitution of the United States prohibiting 
slavery within the limits and jurisdiction of the United States ; 

And w Here as there no longer exists any reasonable ground to apprehend, 
within the States which were involved in the late rebellion, any renewal there- 
of, or any unlawful resistance by the people of Said States to the 1 Constitution 
and laws of the United States ; 

And whereas large standing armies, military occupation, martial law, military 
tribunals, and the suspension of the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus and 
the right of trial by jury, are, in time of peace, dangerous to public liberty 
- incompatible with the individual rights of the citizen, contrary to the geniu 
and spirit of our free institutions, and exhaustive of the national resources 
and ought not, therefore, to be sanctioned or allowed, except in cases of actual 
necessity for repelling invasion or suppressing insurrection or rebellion ; 

And whereas a retaliatory or vindictive policy, attended by unnecessary dis- 
qualifications, pains, penalties, confiscations, and disfranchisements, now, as

always, could only tend to hinder reconciliation among the people and national 
restoration, while it must seriously embarrass, obstruct, and repress popular 
energies and national industry arid enterprise ; 

And whereas, for these reasons, it is now deemed essential to the public wel- 
fare, and to the more perfect restoration of constitutional law and order, that 
the said last-mentioned proclamation, so as aforesaid issued on the twenty-ninth 
day of May, anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, should be 
modified, and that the full and beneficent pardon conceded thereby should be 
opened and further extended to a large number of the persons who, by its 
aforesaid exceptions, have been hitherto excluded from executive clemency : 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States, do hereby proclaim and declare that the full pardon described in 
the said proclamation of the twenty- ninth day of May, anno Domini one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, shall henceforth be opened [offered] 
and extended to all persons who, directly or indirectly, participated in the 
late rebellion, with the restoration of all privileges, immunities, and rights of 
property, except as to property with regard to slaves, and except in cases of 
legal proceedings under the laws of the United States ; but upon this condition, 
nevertheless : that every such person who shall seek to avail himself of this 
proclamation shall take and subscribe the following oath, and shall cause the 
same to be registered for permanent preservation, in the same manner and 
with the same effect as with the oath prescribed in the said proclamation of 
the twenty-ninth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, namely :

God, that I will henceforth -faithfully support, protect, and defend the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and the Union of the States thereunder ; and that 
I will, in like manner, abide by and faithfully support all laws and proclama- 
tions which have been made during the late rebellion with reference to the 
emancipation of slaves : So help me God. M 

The following persons, and no others, are excluded from the benefits of this 
proclamation, and of the said pioelamation of the twenty-ninth day of May, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, namely : 

First. The chief or pretended chief executive officers, including the President, 
the Vice-President, and all Heads of Departments of the pretended Confeder- 
ate or Rebel Government, and all who were agents thereof in foreign States 
and countries, and all who held, or pretended to hold, in the service of the said 
pretended Confederate Government, a military rank or title above the grade 
of brigadier-general, or naval rank or title above that of captain, and all who 
were or pretended to be Governors of States, while maintaining, aiding, abet- 
ting, or submitting to and acquiescing in the rebellion. 

Second. All "persons who in any way treated otherwise than as lawful pris- 
oners of war persons who in any capaeity were employed or engaged in the 
military or naval service of the United States. 

Third. All persons who, at the time they may seek to obtain the benefits of 
this proclamation, are actually in civil, military, or naval confinement or custo- 
dy, or legally held to bail, either before or after conviction, and all persons 
who were engaged directly or indirectly in the assassination of the late President 
of the United JStates, or in any plot or conspiracy m any manner therewith 
connected.

In conformity with a recent custom, that may now be regarded as established 7 of nation- 
on national consent and approval, I, ANDREW JOHNSON, President of the ^ p?aisf a^ S 
United States, do hereby recommend to my fellow-citizens, that Thursday, the pointed for Nov. 
twenty-eighth day of November next, be set apart and observed throughout the 28, 1867. 
Republic as a day of National Thanksgiving and praise to the Almighty Ruler 
of Nations, with whom are dominion and fear, who maketh peace in His high 
places. 

Resting and refraining from secular labors on that day, let us reverently and 
devotedly give thanks to our Heavenly Father for the mercies and blessings 
with which He has crowned the now closing year. Especially let us remember 
that He has covered our land through all its extent, with greatly needed and 
very abundant harvests ; that he has caused industry to prosper, not only in our 
fields, but also in our workshops, in our mines, and m our forests. He has per- 
mitted us to multiply ships upon our lakes and rivers, and upon the high seas, 
and at the same time to extend our iron roads so far into the secluded places of 
the Continent as to guarantee speedy overland intercourse between the two 
oceans. He has inclined our hearts to turn away from the domestic contentions 
and commotions consequent upon a distracting and desolating civil war, and to 
walk more and more in the ancient ways of loyalty, conciliation, and brotherly 
love. He has blessed the peaceful efforts with which we have established new 
and important commercial treaties with foreign nations, while we have at the 
same time strengthened our national defences, and greatly enlarged our nation- 
al borders. 

While thus rendering the unanimous and heartfelt tribute of national praise 
and thanksgiving which is so justly due to Almighty God, let us not fail to im- 
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plore Him that the same Divine protection and care which we have hitherto so 
undeservedly, and yet so constantly, enjoyed, may be continued to our country 
and our people throughout all their generations forever.

established institutions of the States, but only to defend and maintain the 
supremacy of the Constitution of the United States, and to preserve the Union 
with all the dignity, equality, and rights of the several States unimpaired, and 
that so soon as those objects should be accomplished, the war on the part of the 
Government should cease ;

737, 741, 768. of that declaration, and with the view of securing for it ultimate and complete 

Ante, p. 699. effect, set forth several proclamations, offering amnesty and pardon to persons 
who had been or were concerned in the aforenamed rebellion, which proclama- 
tions, however, were attended with prudential reservations and exceptions, 
then deemed necessary and proper, and wbich proclamations were respectively 
issued on the eighth day of December, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
three, on the twenty-sixth day of March, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-four, on the twenty-ninth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-five, and on the seventh day of September, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-seven ;

Whereas the Congress of tlie United States, on or about the sixteenth of 
Preamble. -June, m the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, passed a resolu- 
tion which is in the words and figures following, to wit : — 

" JOINT RESOLUTION PROPOSING AN AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

" Be it resolved ty the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
Vol. xiv. p* f America in Congress assembled, (two thirds of both Houses concurring), That 
85 the following article be proposed to the legislatures of the several States as an 

amendment to the Constitution of the United States, which when ratified by 
three fourths of said legislatures, shall be valid as part of the Constitution- 
namely : — 

"ARTICLE XIV. 

"Section 1. All persons born or naturalized in the United States, and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and of the 
State wherein tbey reside. No State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States; 
nor shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws. 

" Section 2. Representatives shall be apportioned among the several 
States according to their respective numbers, counting the whole number of 
persons in each State, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to 
vote at any election for the choice of electors for President and Vice-President 
of the United States, Representatives in Congress, the executive and judicial 
officers of a State, or the members of the legislature thereof, is denied to any 
of the male inhabitants of such State, being twenty-one years of age, and 
citizens of the United States, or in any way abridged, except for participation 
in rebellion or other crime, the basis of representation therein shall be reduced 
in the proportion which the number of such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such State 

" Section 8 No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, 
or elector of President and Vice-President, or hold any office, civil or military, 
under the United States, or tinder any State, who, having previously taken an 
oath, as a member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, or as a mem- 
ber of any State legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any State, 
to support the Constitution of the United States, shall have engaged in insurrec- 
tion or rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. 
But Congress may, by a vote of two thirds of each House, remove such disability. 

*' Section 4. The validity of the public debt of 'the United States, author- 
ized by law, including debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for 
services in suppressing insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But 
neither the United States nor any State shall assume^ or pay any debt or obli- 
gation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion against the United States, or 
any claim for the loss or emancipation of any slave J but all such debts, obliga- 
tions, and claims shall be held illegal and void. 

" Section 5, The Congress shall have power to enforce, by appropriate 
legislation, the provisions of this article.

Illinois, West Virginia, Kansas, Maine, Nevada, Missouri, Indiana, Minnesota, 
lihotle Island, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
and Iowa; 

And whereas it further appears from documents on file in this Department 
that the amendment to the Constitution of the United States, proposed as afore- 
said, has also been ratified by newly constituted and newly established bodies 
avowing themselves to be and acting as the legislatures, respectively, of the 
States of Arkansas, Florida, North Carolina, Louisiana, South Carolina, and 
Alabama ; 

And "wiiereas-4fr further appears from official documents on file in this De- 
partment that the legislatures of two of the States first above enumerated, to 
wit, Ohio and. New Jersey, have since passed resolutions respectively withdraw- 
ing the consent of each of said States to the aforesaid amendment ; and whereas 
it is deemed a matter of doubt and uncertainty whether such resolutions are 
not irregular, invalid, and therefore ineffectual for withdrawing the consent of 
the said two States, or of either of them, to the aforesaid amendment; 

And whereas the whole number of States in the United States is thirty-seven, 
to wit * New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York> 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Vermont, Kentucky, Tennessee, Ohio, Louisiana, In- 
diana, Mississippi, Illinois, Alabama, Maine, Missouri, Arkansas, Michigan, Flor- 
ida, Texas, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, California, Oregon, Kansas, West 
Virginia, Nevada, and Nebraska , 

And whereas the twenty-three States first hereinbefore named, whose legis- 
latures have ratified the said proposed amendment, and the six States nest 
thereafter named, as having ratified the said proposed amendment by newly 
constituted and established legislative bodies, together constitute three fourths 
of thft whole number of States m the United States:

Whereas, by an act of Congress entitled " An act to admit the States of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Louisiana, Georgia, Alabama, and Florida to 
representation in Congress," passed the twenty-fifth day of June, one thou- 
sand eFgbfc hundred and sixty-eight, it is declared that it is made the duty of the 
President within ten days after receiving official information of the ratification 
by the legislature of either of said States of a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution known as article fourteen, to issue a proclamation announcing 
that fact ; and whereas a paper was received at the Department of State, this 
twenty-seventh day of July, one thousand eight hundred and sixty -eight, 
purporting to be a joint resolution of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the General Assembly of the State of Georgia, ratifying the said pro- 
posed amendment, and also purporting to have passed the two said Houses 
respectively on the twenty-first of July, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-eight, and to have been approved by Rufus B. Bullock, who therein 
signs himself Governor of Georgia, which paper is also attested by the signa- 
tures of Benjamin Conley, as President of the Senate, and R. L. McWhorters, 
as Speaker of the House of Representatives, and is further attested by the 
signatures of A. E. Marshall, as Secretary of the Senate, and M. A. Hardin, 
as Clerk of the House of Representatives : 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States of America, in compliance with and execution of the act of 
Congress before mentioned, do issue this my proclamation announcing the fact 
of the ratification of the said amendment by the legislature of 'the State of 
Georgia in the manner hereinbefore set forth.

Preamble. Wheheas by an act of Congress passed on the twentieth of April, one 

1818, ch. 80, § 2. thousand eight hundred and*eighteen, entitled, "An act to provide for the 
Vol in. p. 439. publication of the laws of the United States and for other purposes/' it is de- 
clared that whenever official notice ^hall have been received at the Department 
of State that any amendment which heretofore has been and hereafter may be 
proposed to the Constitution of the United States has been adopted according 
to the provisions of the Constitution, it shall be the duty of the said ^Secretary 
of State forthwith to cause the said amendment to be pubhshed m the news- 
papers authorized to promulgate the laws, with his certificate, specifying the 
States by which the same may have been adopted, and that the same has be- 
come valid to all intents and purposes- as a part of the Constitution of the 
United States. 

And whereas the Congress of the United States, on or about the sixteenth 
day of June, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, submitted to the legisla- 
tures of the several States a proposed amendment to the Constitution in the 
following words, to wit : 
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'JOINT RESOLUTION PROPOSING AN AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

" Be it resolved hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled (two thirds oi both Houses concurring), That 
the following article be proposed to the legislatures of the several States as an 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States, which, when ratified by 
three fourths of said legislatures, shall be valid as part of the Constitution, 
namely : — 

"ARTICLE XIV. 

" Section 1. All persons born, or naturalized in the United States, and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and of the 
State wherein they reside. No State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States ; nor 
shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty, or property, without due 
process of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protec- 
tion of the laws. 

" Section 2. Representatives shall be apportioned among the several States 
according to their respective numbers, counting the whole number of persons in 
each State, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote at any 
election for the choice of electors for President and Vice-President of the 
United States, Representatives in Congress, the executive and judicial officers 
of a State, or the members of the legislature thereof, is denied to any of the 
male inhabitants of such State, being twenty-one years of age, and citizens of 
the United States, or in anv way abridged, except for participation in rebellion 
or other crime, the basis of representation therem shall be reduced in the pro- 
portion which the number of such male citizens shall bear to the whole number 
of male citizens twenty-one years of age in snch State. 

" Section 3. No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, 
or elector of President and Vice-President, or hold any office, civil or military, 
under the United States, or under any State, who, having previously taken an 
oath, as a member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, or as a 
member of any State legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any 
State, to support the Constitution of the United States, shall have engaged m 
insurrection or rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the ene- 
mies thereof. But Congress may, by a vote of two thirds of each House,, 
remove such disability. 

" Section 4. The validity of the public debt of the United States, author- 
ized by law, including debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for 
services in suppressing insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But 
neither the United States nor any State shall assume or pay any debt or obliga- 
tion incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion against the United States, or 
any claim for the loss or emancipation of any slave ; but all such debts, obliga- 
tions, and claims shall be held illegal and void. 

** Section 5. The Congress shall have power to enforce, by appropriate 
legislation, the provisions of this article.

*' Resolved by the Senate (the House of Representatives concurring,} That said 
fourteenth article is hereby declared to be a part of the Constitution of the 
United States, and it shall be duly promulgated as such by the Secretary of 
State.

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Welliam H. Seward, Secretary of 
State of the United States, in execution of the aforesaid act, and of the afore- 
said concurrent resolution of the 21st of July, 1868, and in conformance thereto, 
do hereby direct the said proposed amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States to be published in the newspapers authorized to promulgate the laws of 
the United States, and I do hereby certify that the said proposed amendment 
has been adopted in the manner hereinbefore mentioned by the States specified 
in the said concurrent resolution, namely, the States of Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, Tennessee, New Jersey, Oregon, Vermont, New York, Ohio, Illi- 
nois, West Virginia, Kansas, Maine, Nevada, Missouri, Indiana, Minnesota, 
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Rhode Island, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Arkansas, Florida, North Carolina, Louisiana, South Carolina, Alabama, 
and also by the legislature of the State of Georgia ; the States thus specified 
being more than three fourths of the States of the United States. 

And I do further certify that the said amendment has become valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the United States.

In the year which is now drawing to its end, the art, the skill, and the labor rj a y for Pub- 
of the people of the United States have been employed with greater diligence 3io Thanksgiv- 
and vigor* and on broader fields than ever before, and the fruits of the earth hig recommend- 
have been gathered into the granary and the storehouse in marvellous abun- ed * 
dance. Our highways have been lengthened, and new and prolific regions have 
been occupied. We are permitted to hope that long protracted political and 
Bectional dissensions are at no distant day to give place to returning harmony 
and fraternal affection throughout the Republic. Many foreign states have en- 
tered into liberal agreements with us, while nations which are far off, and which 
heretofore have been unsocial and exclusive, have become our friends. 

The annual period of rest, which we have reached in health and tranquillity, 
and which is crowned with so many blessings, is by universal consent a con- 
venient and suitable one for cultivating personal piety and practising public 
devotion. 

I therefore recommend that Thursday, the twenty-aixth day of November next, Thnrsday, 
be set apart, and observed by all the people of the United states, as a day for November 26th,

And whereas, the authority of the Federal Government having been re-es- 
tablished in all the States and Territories within the jurisdiction of the United 
States, it is believed that such prudential reservations and exceptions as at the 
dates of said several proclamations were deemed necessary and proper may now 
be wisely and justly relinquished, and that a universal amnesty and pardon for 
participation in said rebellion extended to all who have borne any part therein 
will tend to secure permanent peace, order, and prosperity throughout the land, 
and to renew and fully restore confidence and fraternal feeling among the whole 
people, and their respect for and attachment to the National Government, de- 
signed by its patriotic founders for the general good : 
Full pardon Now, therefore, be it known that I, Andrew Johnson, President of the 
and amnesty United States, by virtue of the power and authority in me vested by the Con- 
petsons engaged sfcltutloa » an( * in the name of the sovereign people of the United States, do 
in the late re- hereby proclaim and declare unconditionally, and without reservation, to all 
bellioa. and to every person who directly or indirectly participated in the late insur- 

rection or rebellion, a full pardon and amnesty for the offence of treason against 
the United States, or of adhering to their enemies during the late civil war, 
with restoration of all rights, privileges, and immunities under the Constitution 
and the laws which have been made in pursuance thereof.
